A Railroad Train in s Flood. 
A correspondent of tho Cincinnati 
Gazette, travelling during tho recent 
flood on tho Ohio and Mississippi Rail­ 
road, says :— 
“ On crossing tho bridgo of the Ohio 
and Mississippi Railroad, at Vincennes, 
the traveller westwnrd witnesses n nov­ 
el sight in railroading. 
Before him is 
a lake (tho Wabash Valley overflowed) 
over nix miles wide, and longer than 
the eye can reach. 
Across this sea the 
train runs on a trestle work that sticks 
out just four inches above the top of 
tho water. 
Nothing is seen on its 
broad surface save these two iron rails, 
affcind which tho waters eddy and 
whirl, and dash madly against the slen­ 
der framo, which seems to tromhlo 
nnder their force. 
All over tho lake 
are whirling eddies, carrying big trees 
and drift round and round. 
These soon 
make your head swim, and you feel 
that tho trestle-work is certainly mov­ 
ing; tho bottom seems to be undormin- 
ed and is moving, while the top is tip­ 
ping over against the current, and you 
expect every moment to hear the splash 
of the whole train going down into tho 
sea. But it don’t go, snd there is no 
danger, frightful as it looks. 
“ Rut now we como' to a place that 
really seems fearful. 
Wo are in the 
middle of the lake. 
It is just twilight. 
Almost out of sight of land—nothing 
but a waste of waters on ovory sido of 
that long, solitary railway train ; wo 
leave the straight line, and go curving 
southward like a snake’s track. 
Why? 
Simply because the flood has carried 
tho trestle work away from its straight 
course, and left it in axig-zag line, (and 
half upset, at that) some distance boiow 
where it originally stood. 
“So badly unset was this trcstlo work, 
that in some places the rail onono side 
was two feet lower than the other, and 
it seemed os though it wanted only tho 
weight of tho train to throw it entirely 
down. 
Tho lower rail had, howcvor, 
boon taken up, and timbers placed on 
that aide, to bring it up as high, and in 
some eases a littlo higher than tho 
other, so as to throw most of tho weight 
on the upper side. 
It was also braced- 
up and stayed as well as could bo done 
in- the present state of the flood. On 
this overturned, racked and tottlish 
looking trestle work, our train crept 
cautiously along. A railroad train out 
at sco, with iron enough about it to 
anchor it safely at the bottom, and 
creoping along on a shaky trestle work, 
that tho engineer is afraid to jar, for 
fear he may jar it down. 
Workmen 
are busy now in bracing up and strength­ 
ening tliis part of the road and before 
my letter readies you it will no doubt 
bo perfectly safe.”

Further from Utah—Flight of Xomona. 
Col. Thomas L. Kano arrivod in 
Philadelphia on Friday, after an ab­ 
sence of about five months. During 
this period he has travpíed from New 
York, by way ofStn Francisco and San 
Bernardino, 'to Salt Lake City, in tho 
short time oC47 days. Ho left Camp 
•Scott on the 10th of May. Major How­ 
ard Eagan, who came in with nim, fur­ 
nishes the St. Louis Democrat with tho 
subjoined additional news: 
Gov Cultiining, who had arrived at 
Cuinp Scott from Salt Lake city, states 
that almost instantly uiion his arrivnl 
at the Mormon city lie found tho popu­ 
lation moving off. Tho movement had 
indeed commenced, and shortly increas­ 
ed, till tho ontiro peoplo of tho north­ 
ern sctth iiiont were iu motion. .Brig­ 
ham Young formall}- delivered into his 
hands tho “great seal” and all Stato 
records. 
The Mormon chiefs appeared 
particularly solicitous that Gov. Gum­ 
ming should tako possession of these 
momentous documents, retying upon 
this measure aa tho onty one for their 
preservation. They wcro urgent that 
tho Governor should at once deposit 
them in a fire proof safe. 
Tho roason 
of this soon transpired with tho dis­ 
covery tliat extensive preparations had 
bcon skillfully made to give tho city 
to tho flames, a In tho Russians at 
Moscow. 
Largo quantities of driod 
fence wood had been prranged in many 
houses which a match would have kin­ 
dled to conflagration. Happily, bet­ 
ter councils prevailed among the lead­ 
ers, and strenuous endeavors were suc­ 
cessfully made by the major part of tho 
population to prevent the catastrophe. 
Having received the capitulation of 
Brigham, and taken efficient means to 
prevent the still dreaded bhniing of 
the city, Governor Camming deemed 
it proper, if possihlo, peacefully to pre­ 
vent the migration southward, and set 
off after tlm trains. Tho whole popu­ 
lation of the northern settlements were 
on tho road—a few guards alono being 
left in tho villages. 
Tho number of 
mon, women and children coaid scarcely 
bo loss than 35,000. Many were far 
advanced, so that it was useless to pur- 
suo tbem. i-.The forward trains were 
throe hundred miles southward down 
the valley. 
The Governor countcM 
sevon hundred and fifty wagons ladon 
with families. They wore abundantly 
provisioned. 
There is uncertainty about the desti­ 
nation which the Mormon leaders now 
propose to themselves. 
They keep 
their own counsel in this respect with 
remarkable closeness. Tho suggestion 
that.thoy were bound fdr Cedar City is 
rather discredited by tho fact that they’ 
1 havo driver. large herds of their cattle 
much southward of that point. 
It is 
feared that they may conlesco with 
some of the Indian tribes of the South, 
which aro already sufficiently vexatious, 
and thus give much trouble to the gov­ 
ernment. 
They thoinsclves complain 
bitterly ot tho treatment of roving par­ 
ties of Indians, who, finding them de­ 
fenceless on the road, cannot resist the 
temptation presented by so much booty. 
TI10 Indians ridicule tho Mormons, say­ 
ing they are squaws, and can’t fight. 
Camp Scott romainod healthy. The’ 
accounts of inadequate provisions have 
been exaggerated. 
Tho quality of their 
fare is alone matter of complaint with 
the troops. Gov. Camming, has taken 
efficient Bteps to remedy’ all inconveni­ 
ence, and precludo tho possibility o f 
suffering in the army from this source. 
The departure of the Mormons ap­ 
pears to be conceduu by the íúúuOro, 
and by those in the American camp, as 
probably the best oonrse feasible. 
The 
coolness, address and firmness of Gov. 
Camming in securing tho adoption of 
Éis alternative to war, are strongly’ at- 
ited by the eye-witnesses of his con­ 
duct. 
His management of the army in 
its critical circurastanoes also elicits 
warm encomiums.

National Feeling. 
There is no longer a doubt that na­ 
tional feeling is on the decline. 
Every 
day’s experience testifies to this asser­ 
tion. 
Twenty years ago, nothing but 
ono common eonntry was known.— 
Even later than this, tho peoplo spoke 
onty of their country. Everything 
pnrtook of a truly national Bpirit. 
A 
common bond seemed to unite every 
part of this great country together into 
a common brotherhood ofSlates, whose 
destiny was the same, and tho welfare 
of oqc was considered to bo tho wolfare 
of all. A hint at sectionalism was 
doeniod traitorous to the best intorests 
of tho country, and it was spurned by 
all just and right thinking men. There 
were, at those tiinos, two great political 
partios, but they were national in their 
existence. 
Every principio and overy 
mcaanro that was advocated by either 
was advocated on national grounds.— 
Each party maintained that its success 
would promote the interests of the 
whole eonntry. 
Indood no party dared 
put forth or advocate a single principle 
that was not thoroughly national and 
applicable in evory State of the Union. 
Is this so now ? What are the facts ? 
Jnst tho reverse. Sectionalism has en­ 
tered into everything. National feel­ 
ing has declined and the bond of common 
brotherhood bus been to a groat degree 
severed. Everything that is spoken of 
is agitated on sectional grounds. The 
question is not will it promote the inte­ 
rest, the happiness and prosperity of 
the wholo country, but is it northern 
or southern in its ¿burster. That love 
of country that should unite individuals 
throughout tho entire cotintry. stronger 
than chains, is daily becoming weaken­ 
ed ahd changrd into hate. 
Men will 
not lbq|c with feelings of pride and ad­ 
miration upon the progress of the coun­ 
try, but jealousy, hatred and malevo­ 
lence nsnrp their place. Does any one 
portion of tho country make progress, 
anothor is aroused to tho highest degree 
of indignation. 
Sectionalism is haurping everything. 
Wc have nothing that docs not partake 
of a sect ional character. There appears 
to bq but a singlo party that is trnly 
national in its character. All other 
parties havo merged into morely sec­ 
tional parties. 
At the lost Presidential 
election one party scarcely polled a 
vote in fifteen Stales of tho Union.— 
Wo have hardly any nntional churches. 
It is tho Church North, and the Church 
South. 
It is tho Presbyterian Church 
North, and tho Presbyterian Church 
Bonth. It is tho Baptist Church North, 
and the Baptist Church South. 
It is 
tho MctlióUist Chiireh North, and the 
Motliodisi Church 'South, and so to the 
end of the catalogue. 
A man that was 
considered to be a good Christian, liv­ 
ing in either section of the country, can 
hardly be deemed so now, if living in 
one portion or another. Almost overy 
Church in the couritry has been soction- 
alized.and preachers, instead of preach­ 
ing {lie Gospel of the lowly Savior, 
which was intended, for all mankind, 
preach the Gospel North snd tho Gos­ 
pel South, and woe to the people that 
live in either section, for they will bo 
withont hope or mercy. 
Where are the great national parties? 
As already stated, there is but a single 
one left that can lay claim to true na­ 
tionality. 
Parties have risen and have 
been sjtapt away, like the morning 
dowr before the strides of the sectional 
monster. Tho old Whig party, once 
boosting as its champions Webster and 
Clay, mon thoroughly and truly imbued 
with a national spirit, was tho first to 
‘give way to his crushing strjdo. It 
withstood his approach for a long tiiuo, 
but it hud to yield, and from being a 
party that had an existenoo in every 
State of the Union, it became morged 
into a “ contcmptibio abolition party’,” 
and it fell to rise no more. The nation­ 
al mon left it, and then came tho Ameri­ 
can party’, fresh and flush as a prancing 
steed, full grown, carrying everything 
before it, and Inying claim to the speciul 
mission of saving tho country. 
But in 
the space of a single year sectionalism 
entered it and felled it hopelessly’ to 
the earth. 
Its nationalism was swal­ 
lowed by sectionalism within tho brief 
period of a twolvo-month, and it has 
bcen^ruined asa party. 
There is indeed no place in which sec­ 
tionalism is not now rampant. It is 
Northern or Southern, whatever may 
be tho subject in contemplation. 
It m 
tho argument on the street, and the 
conversation in the parlor. 
In busi­ 
ness, in polities, in the cbnrth and in 
the Stato it is sectionalism. 
It is not 
our eountry, our altars and our homes, 
but it is our Northern country, our 
Northorn altars, our Northern- homes, 
or our Southern country, our Southern 
altars, our Southern homes. Tuat glo­ 
rious nationality of feeling that shuuld 
iaisv, ¿ thrill of jay aad vim ¡ration in 
tho bosom of overy true Amerieau, and 
cauee him to thank his God, in the in­ 
most recesses of his heart, that he has 
been born in a country conferring such 
blessings and privileges, has been al­ 
most extinguished. 
Should not this state of thiugB make 
peoplo pause. Let them refect upon 
the matter before it is too late. There 
is a point beyond which the greatest 
danger may befall the country. Let 
the true spirit of patriotism' bo rekin- 
kled among the people. Let nationali­ 
ty of feeling be cultivated, and let sec­ 
tionalism be spurned from our midst o& 
a monster and an ¿vil of the rtout dire­ 
ful kind. 
It should be looked upon as 
destructive of the best interests of man­ 
kind. The unioit of the States is of the 
utmost importance, of move accounV 
than the aooompttnhment of any merely 
temporary object.; Upon the preserva­ 
tion pi the JJuioa will depend th* dear­ 
est iatereete of humanity—the fot* of 
miltiobs yet uabort) aod the bope qf the 
world,—Porristowi Register.’ 


The Explosion of the Steamboat Penn­ 
sylvania. 
Most Horrible Disaster of the Western 
Waters— ThriUiny Scenes & Incidents. 


We havo received detailed Accounts 
of the distressing calamity and loss of 
life on board tho stoamei^ennsylvania, 
near Natchoz, Miss., on the 13th inst., 
of which the telegraph has already fur­ 
nished the main particulars. The cause 
of the explosion is attributed to a want 
of water in tho boilers. 
Wo copy tho 
following accounts : 
The Accident.—About 6 o’eloek on 
the morning of the 13th inst., when the 
boat was about-76 mitos below Mem­ 
phis, she oxplodcd four of her boilors, 
while nnder way. 
At the time of tho 
explosion she was near thrco hundred 
yards from shore. The cabin was torn 
to pieces forward of her wheel-houses. 
Very few of tho passengers were out of 
their staterooms at the time. 
Tim pas­ 
sengers in the afterpnrt of tho cabin— 
men, womon and children—rushed out, 
and tho utmost confusion onsued among 
them, all supposing the boat was on 
fire from the smoke and steam which 
came rushing through the cabin. 
The fire appeared to issue from about 
the after end of tko boilers, and in one 
minute from the Time of tho alaim tho 
boat was wrapped in flames. 
Passen­ 
gers and crew immediately rushed from 
the burning boat upon a wood boat, 
which had gone to their relief, and fill­ 
ed it as full as they could stand. 
Danger of the Wood-Boat.—Tho most 
intense excitement prevailed on tho 
wood-boat as we endeavored to propel 
it from the burning mass, as wo had on­ 
ty a few boards, in place of oars, and tho 
crowd rondorod it almost impossible to 
work them with success. But wo final­ 
ly succeeded in getting her bow turned 
out, so that tho current struck her 
storn and swung tho wood-boat around, 
and by that means wo cleared tho burn­ 
ing boat and she drifted by, but not 
until many of the passengers were se­ 
verely scorched. By turningour backs, 
and by the aid of a few counterpanes 
and quilts that were saved, we screened 
ourselves from tho heat as much as pos­ 
sible, and finally succeeded, after drift­ 
ing one mile, in reaching an island or 
towhead, called Ship Island, whore tho 
wood-boat was mado fast to somo trees. 
After shoving the wood-boat from 
the steamer there wcro a good many 
deck passengers seen rushing out with 
their trunks, boxes, ám., in tlio hope of 
saving their littlo stock of plunder, and 
by trying to snvo their effects they lost 
thoir lives, for it was impossible ior us 
to render them any nssistaneo. 
Wounded on the Wood-Boat.—About 
twenty-five of the wounded cscapod on 
the wood-boat. Amongst them were 
th* first m ate; second engineer; two 
Fronchmon, late of the Theatre d’Or- 
leans; Col. Harris, of Arkansas, badly 
scalded, and others, very badly cut and 
braised, mostly dock passengers. They 
suffered very much in consoquenco of 
there being no medical attendants to 
dres*' their wounds, and no means of 
procuring1 any fot-the space of two 
hours. 
But at Wngth neighboring 
planters from 
(lie Arkansas shore 
Drought some linseed oil and liniment, 
which, with the aid of cotton taken 
from the quilts, gave somo relief to the 
wounded. The scalded victims Buffered 
much from the heat of tho sun, os the 
wholo country was overflowed, and we 
could not succeed in getting the boat 
to the main land, and in this condition 
we were obliged to remain under a 
broiling snn for fully eight hours. Tho 
women and children who wcro unhurt 
also suffered excessively from tho heat 
of the sun and hunger. 
After remain­ 
ing on the island eight hours, tho steam­ 
er Imperial, bound down, came to our 
relief, and, after giving us a good din­ 
ner, pat us on board the Kate F rid bee 
and Diana, bound up. 
Terrible Incident.—Mrs. Witt, of St. 
Louis, who was lost, occupied with her 
daughter, Mrs. Fulton, room No. 8 in 
tho gentlemen’s eabin. 
Mrs. Witt was 
taken from tho ruins just as tho fire 
broko out, perfectly blind aud in a dy­ 
ing condition ; by that time the wood- 
boat had left tho steamer, and a young 
man who was endeavoring to rescue 
her was compelled to iump overboard 
and swim to tho wood-Doat to save his 
own lifo. 
Mrs. Fulton was not seen af­ 
ter tho explosion. 
There was a man 
buried in tue wreck, who, from his ex­ 
pressions, must havo been either a su- 
far or cotton planter—as in his despair 
e said ho had money, negroes, and a 
E 
lantation, and would give all to save 
is life. 
Priest Lost.—Another priest besides 
Father Delcroes (lost,) was so seriously’ 
injured that 110 hopes were entertained 
of bis recovery. 
He was put off at 
Memphis, and his cousin got off there 
to attend to him. 
He was scalded ter­ 
ribly, and hisjow er extremities were 
literally boiled, and It) fkCt u3 ’>V33 dy*4 
ing when last soen. He was going, I 
think, to aomeooiloge in Maryland,and 
was a talented and learned man. He 
was so soorchod aad scalded that he 
looked hko a negro. 
An Awful Death.—A gentleman and 
bis wife, who occupied a room forward 
of tho cabin division,died most horribly, 
hAving burned alive. 
In the. fail of the 
rubbish caused by the explosion they 
were caught under • heap of rains of 
the fallen rooms, and a boiler £>11 on 
that.

Shocking Sight.—Mr. Ming, » passen­ 
ger on tbs Diana, says the cabin floor 
of the Kate Frisbee presented tho most 
horrible sight heever witnessed. From 
onoend to theother lay huddlod together 
the wounded, the dying and the dead. 
The air resounded with cries of sorrow 
or of pain, and the voices of the dying, 
growing fainter and fointor, until tho 
lips were scaled, made an impression 
npon the mind never to bo erased. ' 
Sisters of Charity.— Through the 
crowded cabin could be seen a couple of 
tlio “ sisters of charity,” first hero— 
then there—wandering through tho 
thronged hospital like angel visitants, 
speaking art encouraging word to one 
—affording temporary relief to another 
—whispering a prayer with a third— 
muttering a blessing upon tho expiring. 
No offort was spared by them in their 
work of charity and lovo. They wope 
passengers on the Pennsylvania, and 
being in tho ladies’ cabin at tlio timo of 
tho oxplosion were saved. 
( 
Passengers Rescued by the Diana 
Tho Diana took about 100 of tho sur­ 
vivors from tho Imperml, and about 23 
or 24 of the badly wounded. She tbft 
the wounded at Homphi*, whore they 
were taken to tho hospital. Half of 
them at least could not possibly recov­ 
er. Judgo Harris, of tlio Supremo 
Court of Tenncsseo, is among them, 
and cannot survive. 
Mr. Dennis Corcoran, of New Or­ 
leans, formorty editor ol the Delta, is 
among tho lost. 
The Opera Troupe.—Thore was An 
opera troupe on board the Pennsylvania, 
011 thoir way from Now Orleans to St. — 
Louis.

Statement of a Baltimorean.—Mr. J.P . 
Tice, of Baltimore, who is among the 
saved, has mado a statement from 
which we copy :

Tho books were not savod, but a care­ 
ful estimate of tho nnmbor of persons 
on board falls but a littlo short of four 
hundred and fifty’ souls ; alt that were 
saved cannot by any posibility excood 
250. It is supposed thi^t fitly or sixty 
wcro lost in the cabin. Tho boilors 
seemed to bo heaJed upwards and for­ 
ward, parting the cabin at the gang­ 
way, and rendoring tlio upper workaof 
the boat from that point forward a 
completo wreck. 
Out of twenty-six 
state-rooms, all full, oulv six or eight 
persons have survived, ithoso occupy­ 
ing rooms aft of tho gangway were 
nearly all saved. 
When the steam and 
smoke had cleared up fYom the wreck,. 
there indoed was a mournful spoetuclo 
presonteil to the vision of tho few sur­ 
vivors. The boilers and smoko stacks 
wero twisted together like huge-sor- 
pents, locking in their hot embroco 
scores of human beings, dead an4 dying. 
Somo wer» killed instantly; others 
were buried beneath the rubbish to awAit 
tho advance of the flames which as yet 
slumbered in tho hold.

Good and Chaapt 


Grinding Feed. 
Expcriinontul farmers have long urg­ 
ed tho importance, and even necessity, 
of chopping or grinding hay, M well as 
'oilier lood, for cattle und horses. 
The 
Jury drones have had a hearty langh 
ow r tho idea, and called it “ Book 
Farming.” 
Now tho theory of chopping and 
grinding food is baaed on a principle 
which lies at the foundation ol animal 
physiology. 
Rest is essential to the 
accumulation of musclo, as well as fat. 
Jf wo wish to increaso an animal in 
flesh or fat, wo do not work him. 
Now a cow wants onc-th'rtivth of her 
own weight in haj* a day, to keep her 
in good order; and wo may thus calcu­ 
late tho amount of labor required to 
mastícalo the food, and fit it for the 
stomach. 
Tho labor of chopping or 
grinding twenty-five pounds of dry hay 
a day, in no small item. 
This excessive 
labor is performed by ono set of mus­ 
cles— tho jaws; but, by sympathy, af­ 
fects all tho other tnusclcs; causes the 
blood to circulate quickcr, the breath 
uster, the consumption of food greater; 
and still the growth of the animal is re­ 
tarded. 
If a machino was invented to grind 
hay, the-grotuidartielo should approxi- 
• mate, in value, to unground oats, in pro­ 
ducing fat and muscle. 
Chopping nay 
and stalks is valuable just in propor­ 
tion as it approximates (o grinding, 
and relieves tho animal of tho labor of 
grinding It. 
An Anim al fed on ground 
or minced food m ay perform an am o un t 
of labor equal to grinding it fit for di­ 
gestion, and fat as fast as anothor which 
does not labor, but grinds its own food. 
Prematurely groy whiskers and board, 
while the hair is still black, show tho 
relative amount of labor perfurmcd by 
tho jaws and tho head.— Furnur's 
Magazine. 


Blowing up Stump*, 
Select a solid place in a large root, 
near tho ground, if an oak or any 
Btttmp with a tap root, and with an 
inch and a quarter augur, bore in, slant­ 
ing downward, as near to the heart of 
the base of the tap root as you can 
judge ; thou put in a charge of ono or 
two ounooa of powdor, with a safety 
fhse, and tamp in dry clay or ordinary 
tamping material, to fill the hole, somo 
six inches above tho charge; then 
touch fire to the fuso, and get out of 
' tho way. 
The blast will usually split 
the stump into throe pieeos, and make 
it hop rignt out of tho ground. 
If the 
charge is put too high up, the blast 
will only split the top of the stump, 
• without lifting it.— Ohio Cultivator. 


tfew Grafting li’ax.—Tako two oun­ 
ces of common rosin, melt it slow over 
a fire, being careful not to heat it so 
much as to make it throw off its spirits 
of turpentine. 
When it becomes clear 
as syrup, add a little less than an ounco 
of alcohol, and mix well, and put in a 
bottle at .once and eork tight. 
Alcohol 
is to bo added sufficient to make tho 
mixture liquid and keep it so, and when 
applied to trees it hardens at onco, and 
forms an air-tight covering.—Foreign 
faper.

A Railroad Train in a Flood. 


A correspondent of the Cincinnati 


Gazette, travelling during the recent 
flood on the Ohio and Mississippi Hail- 
road, says:— 


'• On crossing the bridge of the Ohio 


and Mississippi Railroad, at Vinccnnes, 
the traveller westward witnesses a nov- 
el sight in railroading. Before him is 
a lake (the Wabash Valley overflowed) 
over nix miles wide, and longer than 
the eye can reach. 
Across this sea the 


train runs on a trestle work that sticks 
out just four inches above the top of 
the water. Nothing is seen on its 
broad surface save these two iron rails, 
ai%und which the waters eddy and 
whirl, and dash madly against the slen- 
der frame, which fcoeins to tremble 
under their force. 
All over the lake 


are whirling eddies, carrying big trees 
and drift round and round'. These soon 
make your head swim, and you feel 
that the trestle-work is certainly mov- 
ing ; the bottom seems to bo undermin- 
ed arid M moving, while the top is tip- 
ping over against the current, and you 
expect every moment to hear the splash 
of the whole train going down into the 
Bca. But it don't go, and there is no 
danger, frightful as it looks. 


"But now wo come to a place (hat 


really seems fearful. 
We arc in the 


middle of the lake. It is just twilight. 
Almost out of sight of land—nothing 
but a waste of waters on every side of 
that long, solitary railway train; we 
leave the straight line, and go curving 
southward like a snake's track. Why? 
Simply because the flood has carried 
the trestle work away from it<» straight 
course, and left it in a siig /,ag line, (and 
half uptct, at that) some distance below 
where it originally stood. 


"So badly unset was this trestle work, 


(hat in some placet the rail on one side 
was two feet lowor than tho other, and 
it seemed as- though it wanted only tho 
weight of tho train to throw it entirely 
down. 
The lower rail had, however, 


l)C'(>n taken up, anil timbers placed on 
thai side, to briny it up as high, and in 
s-oivu) ca--es a littlo higher than tho 
ot lirr, so as to throw most ol tho weight 
on Iho upper side. 
It was ul«o braced 


up and stayed as well as could be done 
in the present stnto of the flood. 
On 


this overturned, racked and tottlMi 
looking trestle work, our train ciept 
cautiously along. A railroad train out 
at sea, with iron enough about it to 
anchor it safely at the bottom, and 
creeping along on a shaky trestle work, 
that the engineer is afraid to jar, for 
fear he may jar it down. 
Workmen 


arc busy now in bracing up and strength- 
ening this part of the road and before 
my letter reaches you it will no doubt 
be perfectly safe."

ham Young formally delivered into his 
hands the "grc.it seal" nnd all Slato 
records. 
The Mormon chiefs appeared 


pailicularly solicitous that (iov. Cum- 
ining should take possession of these 
momentous document5!, relj ing upon 
this measure as tho only one for their 
preservation. They were urgent that 
the Governor should fit once deposit 
them in a lite proof safe. 
The reason 


of this soon transpired with the dis- 
covery that extensive preparations had 
been skillfully made to give tho city 
to tho flames, a la the Itupsians at 
Moscow. Largo quantities of dried 
fence wood hail boon arranged in many 
houses which a match would have kin- 
dled to conflagration. 
Happily, bet- 


ter councils prevailed among the lead- 
ers, and strenuous endeavors were suc- 
cessfully made by the major part of the 
population to prevent the catastrophe. 


I laving received tho capitulation ofi 


Brigham, and taken efficient means to I 
prevent the still dreaded burning of j 
the city, Governor dimming deemed 
it proper, if possible, peacefully to pre- 
vent the migration southward, and set 
off after the trains. Tho whole popu- 
lation of the northern settlements were 
on the road—a few guards alone being 
left in the villages. The number of 
men, women and children could scarcely 
be less than 33,000. 
Many were far 


advanced, so that it was useless to pur- 
sue them. The forward trains were 
three hundred miles southward down 
the valley. 
The Governor counted 


seven hundred and fifty wagons laden 
with families. They were abundantly 
provisioned. 


There is uncertainty about the desti- 


nation which the Mormon leaders now 
propose to themselves. 
They keep 


their own counsel in this respect with 
remarkable closeness. Tho suggestion 
that they were bound for Cedar City is 
rather discredited by the fact that they 
have driver. large herds of their cattlo 
much southward of that point. 
It is 


feared that they may coalesce with 
some of the Indian tribes of the South, 
which arc already sufficiently vexatious, 
and thus give much trouble to the gov- 
ernment. They themselves complain 
bitterly ot the treatment of roving par- 
ties of Indians, who, finding them de- 
fenceless on the road, cannot resist the 
temptation presented by so much booty. 
The Indians ridicule tho Mormons, say- 
ing they are squaws, and can't fight. 


Camp Scott remained healthy. The' 


accounts of inadequate provisions have 
been exaggerated. Tho quality of their 
fare is alone matter of complaint with 
the tioops. Gov. dimming h:is taken 
efficient steps to remedy all inconveni- 
ence, and preclude tho possibility of 
suffering in the army from this source. 


Tlie departure of the Mormons ap- 


pears to be conceduu by tiie lcaJcr.5, 
and by those in the American camp, as 
probably the best course feasible.

coolness, address and firmness of Gov.

National Feeling. 


There is no longer a doubt that na- 


tional feeling is on the decline. Every 
day's experience testifies to this asser- 
tion. Twenty years ago, nothing but 
ono common country was known.— 
Even later than this, tho people spoke 
only of their country. 
Everything 


partook of a truly national spirit. 
A 


common bond seemed to unite every 
part of this great country together into 
a common brotherhood of States, whose 
destiny was the same, and the welfare 
of one was considered to bo the welfare 
of all. A hint at sectionalism was 
deemed traitorous to the best interests 
of the country, and it was spurned by 
all just and right thinking men. There 
wore, at those times, two great political 
pr.rties, but they were national in their 
existence. Every principle and every 
measure that was advocated by either 
was advocated on national grounds.— 
Each party maintained that its success 
would promote the interests of tho 
whole country. Indeed no party dared 
put forth or advocate a single principle 
that was not thoroughly national and 
applicable in every State of the Union. 


Is this so now ? What are the facts ? 


Just tho reverse. Sectionalism has en- 
tered into everything. National feel- 
ing has declined and the bond of common 
brotherhood has been to a great degree 
severed. Everything that is spoken of 
is agitated on sectional grounds. 
The 


question is not Mill it promote the inte- 
rest, the happiness and prosperity of 
the whole country, but is it northern 
or southern in its charater. That love 
of country that should unite individuals 
throughout the entire country.stronger 
than chains, is daily becoming weaken- 
ed and changfd into bate 
Men will 


not look with feelings of pride and ad- 
miration upon the progress of the conn- 
ti'3', but jealousy, hatred and malevo- 
lence usurp their place. Docs any one 
portion of the country make progress, 
another is aroused to the highest degree 
ofindignatioii. 


Sectionalism is usurping everything. 


Wo have nothing that does not partake 
of a sectional character. There appeals 
to be but a single party that is truly 
national in its character. All other 
parties have merged into merely sec- 
tional parties. At the last Presidential 
election one party scarcely polled a 
vole in fifteen Stales of the Union.— 
\Ve have hardly any national churches 
It is the Church North, and the Church 
South. It is the Presbyterian Church 
North, and the Presbyterian Church 
South. It is the Baptist Church North, 
and tho Baptist Church South. It is 
the Methodist Church North, and the 
Methodist Church South, and so to the 
end of the catalogue. 
A man that was 


considered to bo a good Christian, liv- 
ing in cither section of the country, can 
hardly be deemed so now, if living :n 
one portion or another. Almost every 
Church in the country has been section- 
alized.and preachers, instead of preach- 
ing the Gospel of tho lowly Savior, 
which was intended for all mankind, 
preach the Gospel North and Iho Gos- 
pel South, and woe to the people that 
live in either section, for they will bo 
without hope or mercy. 


Where arc the great national parties? 


As already staled, there is but a single 
ono left that can lay claim to true na- 
tionality. Parties have risen and have 
been swept away, like tho morning 
dew, before the strides of the sectional 
monster. Tho old Whig party, once 
boasting as its champions Webster and 
Clay, men thoroughly and truly imbued 
with a national spirit, was the first to 
give way to his crushing stride. 
It 


withstood his approach for a long time, 
but it had to yield, and from being a 
party that had an existence in evciy 
State of the Union, it became merged 
into a "contemptible abolition party," 
and it fell to rise no more. The nation- 
al men left it, and then came the Ameri- 
can part}*, fresh and flush as a prancing 
steed, full grown, carrying everything 
before it, and laying claim to tho special 
mission of saving the country. 
But in 


the space of a single year sectionalism 
entered it and felled it hopelessly to 
the earth. Its nationalism was swal- 
lowed by sectionalism within tho brief 
period of a twelve-month, and it has 
been ruined as a party. 


There is indeed no place in which sec- 


tionalism is not now rampant. It is 
Northern or Southern, whatever may 
bo the subject in contemplation. 
It is 


tho argument on the street, and tho 
conversation in the parlor. In busi- 
ness, in politics, in the church and in 
the State it is sectionalism. It is not 
our country, our altars and our homes, 
but it is our Northern country, our 
Northern altars, our Northern homes, 
or our Southern country, our Southern 
altars, our Southern homes. That glo- 
rious nationality of feeling that should 
iaisv, a thrill of joy and admiration ,in 
tho bosom of every true American, and 
cause him to thank his God, in tho in- 
most recesses of his heart, that ho has 
been born in a country conferring such 
blessings and privileges, has been al- 
most extinguished. 


Should not this state of things make 


people pause. Let them reflect upon 
the matter before it is too lato. There 
is a point beyond which the greatest 
danger may befall the country. Let 
the true spirit of patriotism bo rekin- 
kled among the people. Let nationali- 
ty of feeling be cultivated, and let sec- 
tionalism be spurned from our midst as 
a monster and an evil of the meat dire- 
ful kind. It should be looked upon as 
destructive of the best interests of man- 
kind. The union of the States is of the 
utmost importance, of more account- 
than the accomplishment of any merely 
temporary object. Upon the preserva- 
tion of the Union will depend the dear- 
est interests of humanity—the fate of 
millions yet unborn and the hope o/the 
world.—Norristown Register. 


The Explosion of the Steamboat Penn- 
sylvania. 


Mn*t HorrMe Disaster of the Western 


Waters—Thrilliny Scenes & Incidents. 


We have received detailed accounts 


of the distressing calamiW and loss of 
life on board the RtcamerVennRylvania, 
near Natchez, Miss., on the 13th inst., 
of which the telegraph has already fur- 
nished the main particulars. The cause 
of the explosion is attributed to a want 
of water in the boilers. Wo copy the 
following accounts: 


The Accident.—About 6 o'clock on 


the morning of tho 13th inst., when the 
boat was about 70 miles below Mem- 
phis, she exploded four of her boilers, 
while under way. At the time of the 
explosion she was near throe hundred 
yards from shore. The cabin was torn 
to pieces forward of her wheel-houses. 
Very few of tho passengers were out of 
their staterooms at the time. Tho pas- 
sengers in the afterpart of tho cabin— 
men, women and children—rushed out, 
and tho utmost confusion onsucd among 
them, all supposing the boat wan on 
fire from the smoke and H tea in which 
came rushing through the cabin. 


The tire appeared to issue from about 


tho after end of tjjo boilers, and in one 
minute from the lime of tho ahum the 
boat was wrapped in flames. Passon- 
gei-s and crew immediately rushed from 
tin* burning boat upon a wood boat, 
which had gone to their relief, and fill- 
ed it as full as they could stand. 


Danger of the Wooil-Boat.—The most 


intense excitement prevailed on the 
\vood-boat as wo endeavored to propel 
it from the burning muss, as we bail on- 
ly a few boards, in place of oars, and the 
crowd rendered it almost impossible to 
work them with success. But wo final- 
ly succeeded in getting her bow turned 
out, so that tho current struck her 
stern and swung the wood-boattiround, 
and by that means we cleared the burn- 


I ing boat and she drifted by, but not 


until many of tho passengers were se- 
verely M-orchc'l. By turning our backs, 
and by the aid of a few counterpanes 
and quilts that were>-aved, we screened 
ourselves from the heal as much as pos- 
sible, and finally succeeded, after drift- 
ing ono mile, in reaching an island or 
towhead, called Ship Island, whore the 
wood-boat was made fast to some trees. 


After shoving tho wood-boat from 


the steamer there wore a gsod many 
deck passengers seen rushing out with 
their trunks, boxes, &c., in the hope of 
saving their little stock of plunder, and 
by trying to save llicir effects thoy lost 
thoir'iivos, for it was impossible for us 
to render them any assistance. 


Wounded on the Wood-Boat.—About 


twenty-five of the wounded escaped on 
tho wood-boat. Amongst them were 
the first mate; second engineer; two 
Frenchmen, late of the Theatre d'Or- 
leans; Col. Harris, of Arkansas, badly 
scalded, and other*, very badly cut and 
bruised, mostly deck passengers. They 
suffered very much in consequence of 
there being no medical attendants to 
dress their wounds, and no means of 
procuring any for, tho space of two 
hours. 
But at length neighboring 


planters from 
tho Arkansas shore 


brought some linseed oil and liniment, 
which, with the aid of cotton taken 
from the quilts, gave porno relief to the 
wounded. The scalded victims suffered 
much from the heat of the sun, as the 
whole country was overflowed, and we 
could not succeed in getting the boat 
to the main land, and in this condition 
wo were obliged to remain under a 
broiling sun for fully eight hours. The 
women and children who were unhurt 
also suffered excessively from tho heat 
of tho sun and hunger. After remain- 
ing on the island eight hours, the steam- 
er Imperial, bound down, came to our 
relief, and, after giving us a good din- 
ner, put us on board the Kate Frisbee 
and Diana, bound up. 


Terrible Incident.—Mrs. Witt, of St. 


Louis, who was lost, occupied with her 
daughter, Mrs. Button, room No. 8 in 
the gentlemen's cabin. Mrs. Witt was 
taken from tho ruins just as the fire 
broke out, perfectly blind and in a dy- 
ing condition ; by that time the wood- 
boat had left the steamer, and a young 
man who was endeavoring to rescue 
her was compelled to iiimp overboard 
and swim to the wood-boat to save his 
own life. Mrs. Fulton was not seen af- 
ter tho explosion. 
There was n man 


buried in the wreck, who, from his ex- 
pressions, must have been either a su- 
gar or cotton planter—as in his despair 
he said he had money, negroes, and a 
plantation, and would give all to save 
his life. 


Priest Lost.—Another priest besides 


Father Delcross (lost,) was so seriously 
injured that no hopes were entertained 
of his recovery. lie was put off at 
Memphis, and his cousin got off there 
to attend to him. He was scalded ter- 
ribly, and hjsjowcr extremities were 
literally boiled, and in mCt »S \V3S dy- 
ing when last seen. Ho was going, I 
think, to some college in Maryland, and 
was a talented and learned man. He 
was so searched and scalded that he 
looked like a negro. 


An Awful Death.—A gentleman and 


his wife, who occupied a room forward 
of the cabin division,diod most horribly, 
having burned alive. 
In the fall of tho 


rubbish caused by the explosion they 
were caught under a heap of ruins of 
tho fallen rooms, and a boiler fell on 
that. Ho implored the others to extri- 
cate them, and offered all ho was worth. 
The attempt was made, but it was im- 
possible to »ave them, aa th* boat waa 
then on fire. 


The Fireman's Report of the Ditaster. 


—Nearly all the deck hands we're either 
killed or missing; first and second mates 
BO badly injured as to render them help- 
less. First clerk, Mr. Black, and Mr. 
Brown, pilot, both missing; the cap- 
tain had to assume the whole charge ol 


the boat, under the trying clrthim- 
stancea. Of the firemen on watch at 
the time of tlie explosion, only on* waa 
saved, and he stated to me that they 
had just hauled the coals from the ash- 
pan, and had neglected in some mea- 
sure to replenish tho fires. At that 
lime the engineer came around and call, 
ed on them, sayrft$! "Shove her up, 
boys, for we an scarcely stemming the 
current;" and ho says that they hail 
scarcely put any wood into the firo 
doors before tho explosion occurred.—- 
By some miracle this man escaped with 
a slight scald in the bark. 


Shocking Sight.—Mr. King, a passen- 


ger on the Diana, says the cabin floor 
of tho Kale Frisbco presumed tho most 
horrible sight he over witnessed. 
From 


one end to thcother lay huddled together 
the wounded, tho dying and the dead. 
The air resounded with cries of sorrow 
or of pain, and the voices of the dying, 
growing fainter and fainter, until the 
lips were scaled, made an impression 
upon the mind never to be erased. 


Sisters of Charity.—Through 
the 


crowded cabin could be seen a conplo of 
Iho "sisters of charity," first here— 
then there—wandering through tho 
thronged hospital like angel visitant*, 
speaking an encouraging word to ono 
—affording temporary relief to another 
—whispering a prayer with a third— 
muttering a blessing upon Iho expiring. 
No effort was spared by them in their 
work of charity and love. They wcro 
imssengers on the Pennsylvania, and 
being in the ladies' cabin at tho time of 
the explosion were saved. 


Passengers Rescued by the Diana.— 


Tho Diana took about 100 of tho sur- 
vivors from the Imperial, and about 23 
or 24 of the badly wounded. She loft 
the wounded at "Memphis, where they 
wcro taken to tho hospital. Half of 
them at least could nol possibly recov- 
er. Judge Karris, of Iho Supremo 
Court of Tennessee, is among them, 
and cannot survive. 


Mr. Dennis Corcoran, of New Or- 


leans, formerly editor ol the Delta, is 
among the lost. 


The Opera Troupe.—There was an 


opera Iron peon board the Pennsylvania, 
on their way from Now Orleans to St. 
Louis. Most of the male members 
were killed. Some three or four wcro 
put off at Memphis by tho Diana to bo 
conveyed to the hospital. 


Statement of a lialtimnrean.—Mr. J. P. 


Tico, of Baltimore, who ia among tho 
saved, has made a statement from 
which we copy: 


Tho books were not saved, but a ctiro- 


ftil estimate of tho number of persons 
on board falls but a little short of four 
hundred and fifty souls; all that wcro 
saved tannot V>y any ponibility exceed 
250. Il is Hupposed that filly or sixty 
wcro lout in the cabin. Tho boiler* 
seemed lo be headed upwards and for- 
ward, purling the cabin at the gang- 
way, and rendering the upper works of 
the boat from that point forward a 
com pie to wreck. Out of twenty-six 
state-rooms, all full, only BIX or eight 
persons have survived. Those occupy- 
ing rooms aft of the gangway wero 
nearly all saved. 
When the steam and 


smoke had cleared up from tho wreck, 
there indeed was a mournful spoclaclo 
presented to the vision of Ihc tew sur- 
vivors. The boilers aiitl smoke slacks 
wcro twisted together like hugc-ser- 
pcnls, locking in their hot embrace 
scores of human beings, dead and dying. 
Some were killed instantly; oilier* 
wcro buried beneath the rubbish to await 
the advance of the flames which as yet 
slumbered in the hold. 


Beeeher Ruffianism. 


Captain Montgomery, who held a 


commission ir. the Kant-as Free Slato 
militia, under General Jim Lane, bus 
lately been committing such inhuman 
outrages that his political friends have 
boon compelled to denounce him. A 
correspondent of the St. Louis Democrat, 
a Republican print, notwithstanding^* 
name, in detailing somoof tho outrages 
prepctrated by Montgomery and his 
band of marauders, says they compelled 
a woman to strip naked and march back 
and forth between their ranks. Tho 
correspondent endeavors to make it ap- 
pear tha< this band have no connection 
with thii politics of Ihc Territory, and 
that " Free Stale" men have offered to 
go in pursuit of them. It may bo that 
the mas* of tho Kansas Republicans 
condemn the infamous conduct of Ihcso 
villains, but what arc we to think of a 
party that permits itself to bo ruled 
over by such monsters—for there is-no 
denying that Montgomery was not 
long since, as his friend Jim Lane is 
now, a leading member of the freedom 
shrieking party in Kansas. That par- 
ty have been lod and governed, from 
tho beginning, by the most unprincipled 
scoundrels in tho Territory, and to this 
fact all the Kansas troubles uro attribu- 
table.—C/uitubersburg Valley Spirit, .

Letter from the West. 


SPBIKOFIELD, Green co., Mo., 1 


June 14, 1858. / 


MB. EniTOR:—This is a section of country 


little visited and little known, until latterly.— 
The soil in the vnllies—along streams and in 
the bottom lands, is deep, rich and loamy, easy 
of cultivation when the timber is properly 
cleared—which requires no little labor. The 
timber, principally oak of various species, is 
very heavy and lofty—constituting the chief 
obstruction to the speedy settlement and agri- 
cultural developtmcnt of this section of coun- 
try. 
On the uplands and highlands, and ridges 


of gentle declivity, where the soil Is net BO 
rich and fertile—many places extremel; bar- 
ren—the timber if generally small, of dwarfish 
black oak, just too small to make a cool shade 
for the road. Singular to find these uplands i 
covered with a rich, luxuriant crop of grass, 
springing up spontaneously, thus furnishing 


braw through a six-inch square grate. So 
much has ho suffered from confinement that he 
looks (I saw him through the grate,) pale and 
haggard as a witch, so weak that ho is unable to 
stand without support.

in good order; and wo may thus calcu 
lale Ihe amount of labor required 1 
masticate Iho food, and fit it for th 
Htoinach. Tho labor of chopping o 
grinding twenty-five pounds of dry hir 
a day, in no small item. This excess! v\ 
labor is performed by ono set of runs 
clcs—the jaws; but, by sympathy, af 
feels all Ihe olher muscles; causes th< 
blood Jo circulate quicker, the breatl 
faster, the consumption of/bod greater 
WIH! slill Ihe growth of the animal is re 
lurdcd.

Select a solid place in a large root, 


near the ground, if an oak or any 
slump with a tap root, and with an 
inch and a quarter augur, bore in, slant- 
ing downward, as near to the heart of 
tho base of the tap root as you can 
judge; then put in » charge of ono or 
two ounces ofpowdor, with a safety 
fuse, and tamp in dry clay or ordinary 
tamping material, to fill the hole, some 
six inches abovo " tho charge; then 
touch firo to tho fuse, and get out ol 
tho way. 
The blast will usually'split 


the stump into throe pieces, and make 
It hop right out of the ground. 
If tho 


charge is put too high up, tho blast 
•will only split the top of tho stump, 


- vithout lifting it.—Ohio Cultivator. 


Jfcw Grafting Wax.—Take two oun- 


«ea of common rosin, molt it slow over 
a fire, being careful not to heat it so 
much as to make it throw off its spirits 
of turpentine. When it becomes clear 
as syrup, add a little loss than an ounce 
of alcohol, and mix well, and put in a 
bottle at once and sork tight. Alcohol 
is to bo added sufficient to make the 
mixture liquid and keep it so, and when 
applied to trees it hardens at once, and 
forms an air-tight covering.—foreign 
fufef.
